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HRAZILTAN ASSURANCE,

As will be seen by advices from Rio
Jendiro there is o prospect that the Pro-
visional Government of Brazil will not re-
gord as binding the treaty which has been
in force between the United States and
that couniry for more than a year. The
Minister of Finance makes the startling
suggestion that Dbecause his party differ
from the opinions of the Government
which made the treaty the same shall be
abrogated. Such a method of managing
foreign affairs would be disastrous to the
status of any country, and especially to
that of one whose government is as un-
stable and alternating as i= Brazil's

But the remarks of Dr. Ruy Barbosa
can herdly be seriously considered, as they
contain the asserfion that Seeretary Blaine
enconrnced a diplomatist to hope that he
would sign a treaty of reciprocity with
Brazil on condition that we undertook to
make no similar agreement  with any Eo-
ropean nation.  Such an assertion reflects
diseredit either on the understanding of
the Brazilian Minister or the intelligence
of Secretary Blaine.  Under these cireum-
stavees the matter shouid be investigauted
&o that the biame may be laid at the right
door. Andit is safe to prophesy that it
will not be piaced on our Seeretary’s
threshold.

A NONOPOLY'S OBLIGATIONS,

A decided set-brek 10 & peculiar feature
of the telepnone monopoly wis adminis-
tored ihe other day by the deecision of the
Umited States Cireuit Court in Philadel-
phia that the Pastal Telegraph Company
was cntitled to the same telephone facil-
ities as the Western Union. This had been
denied by the telephone ecompany in the
interest of the allilance between itself and
the Western Union, which has acesm-
plished some other remarkable results,
among them the suppression of the inven-
tion of long distance telephony so far as
general use is coneernedd.

The Court holds that the telephone com-
pany is a common earrier and is bound to
serve afl applicants equaliy. 1ts associa-
tion, through stock ownership or other-
wise, cannot justify ils disregard of that
rizht in dezling with another company.
The decision is law and eommon sense
both, and its effect goes further than may
at first appear. It requires equality in its
treatment of private patrons as well as
corporate customers, and implies strict
equality of rates in proportion to the cost
of service rendered.  Moreover, when the
charieter of the telephone company as a
common ecarrier, occupyving the public
highway, is stated on such authority it
carries 2 strong presumption in favor of
the legislative right and duty of regulating
telephone charges.

One of the most gratifying aspects of
the decision is its effect on the alliance be-
tween the Western Union and the tele-
vhone company. That partnership has
been charncterized for a decided disregard
of public policy, and it is eminently satis-
fzctory that one at least of its purposes
Las been rendered futile by the courts.

A SUGGESTIVE EXPRESSION,

A suggestive example of short politieal
memory is evoked from an enthusiastic
Revublican by Henry Watterson's sareastic
mention of the Hon. Thomas B. Reed as
a Presidental quantity. He writes to a
New York paper deelaring: “With such
genins in the White House the party would
enter upon another quarter of a eentury
of law-making." The phrase is indicative
of short memory, because it reealls the
fact that after the Republicans had gnined
contral of all branchesof the Government,
in 1588, it was prophesied that they had
entered upon anotber qnarter-century of
supremacy. That, in turns, reminds the
ohserver that in the branch of the Govern-
ment presided over by Ilon. Thomas B.
Reed the quarter-century lasted just two
Years

The return to that unfortunate expres
sion etill further carries the sugeestion
that with the Reed flag at the mast head,
the Repmbliean party’s quarter-century
might undergo still further shrinkage so
as 1o terminawe before it commenced.

THE BAR 1ND THE CHURCH,

The Rev. J. T. McCrory, well known to
Jocal fume, in a paper read before the
United Presbyterian mimsters’ meoting,
teok a very radical view of the restrictions
wiich Christinniiy would pizee unon a
lawyer in defending a eriminal or support-
ing sn unchristion cauvse. Mr. MeCrory
was most severe on lawyers who advocate

the cause of applicants for license, deciar- |

‘nz thai, as the church diseiplines a mem-
ber who signs an applicant’s license, the
action of the lawyer in advocating the ap-
plication is still more at variznce with
Christian prinecipies.

The logical strength of this position de-
pendson bow much liberty of judgment
ihe church, as represented oy Mr. MeCrory,
will permit to lawyers and others as to the
best methiod of regulating the liquor busi-
vess.  That energetic elergyman proceeds
on the assumption that the licensing of the
liquor traffic is a sin.  If a lnwyer believes
thut to be the case, there is a good deal of
foree in Mr. McCrory's idea that & lawyer
can not rightly ecmpound with his con-
science by advocating what be thinks is
wrong. But the rizhitof private judgment
wakes a decided difference in the matter.
There are large numbers of people who
sineerely believe that a striet license law,
thoroaghly supervised, will accompligh bet-
ter results in regulating the liquor traffic
than any other system. 1t is not to the
point whether that belief is correct or not;
the fact that it is sincerely held is beyond
dispute. We do not see why Christian
charity may not leave such a liberty of

judgment in the case of a lawyer. Beyond |

that, if the action of the lawyer in present-
ing an application for license is a sin, what
are we to do with the judge who grants
one? Mr. McCrory's attitude threatens to
conslgn the whole mathinery of the law to
nyeondemnation more severe, if Jess mate-
rial, than any which the law ever inflicts
on its criminals, .
In the criticism of Rev. McCrory on the
abuse of contingent fees and the efforts
of eriminal lawyers to secure acquittal for
men, whom they know to be guilty, there
is much pertinence. But before he secures

# reform of this dispesition of the legal®

fraternity, he will have to change the
whole tendency of soclety, including a re-
spectable share of the church members, to
measure o man's suceess in life by the
amount of money he makes.

THE GEARY INJUSIICE STAYED,
The Senate acted in a wise and con-
sorvative way yesterday by passing an
amendment to the Geary Chinese exclusion
bill, which amounts to a eontinuation of
the existing law for another ten years. We

' eannot fford to sacrifice our trade with
. Chinn and its future prospects, we shonld

he unwise to endanger the safety of our
citizens in the Celestial Empire, and above
all, we ought fo be too great and dignified
a nation fo vielats distinct treaty agree-
ménts. Yet all these things the Geary biil
would have us do, And for no! beiter
ohject than the attempt to deprive money-
prubbing employers of a source of cheap
labor which existing laws are enough to
abolish if properiy administered.

What will be the result of {he conference
between the two Houses, 1tis impossible
to foretell.  No national party capital ean
be made out of the discussion, so it may be
hoped that Congress will at least have
sense of justice enough to adopt a modifi-
cation compatible with international
probity; even though it lack the in-
telligence to see wherein lie the highest
commercial interests of the natien.

THAT POOR FARM.

The ordinance introduced in Select
Council, and referred to the Department of
Charities, places the Poor Farm question in
the position ocenpied before the Alexander
option was secured. But there is every
indieation now that the matter will be re-
opened by an advertisement for bids from
owners of land snitable for the purpese
contempiated. If the requirements for a
Poor Farm site, as pointed out by Tne
Dispatca be borne in mind, thore need
be little difficulty in obtaining land at a
reasonable price, and the city will be the
better for the demjse—notaltogetherin the
odor of sanctity—of the scheme for pur-
chasing the Alexander farm.

All that is necessary isa hundred acres
of land suitable for agricultural purposes,
easlly accessible to the eity, und with a
situation commanding facilities for a sup-
ply of wholesome water sufficent for drink-
ing, washing and sewerare purposes. With
so few conditions the bids shounld be num-
erous, as the land available is almost limit-
less, With a fair and open competition
undersuch circumstances, and eondueted on
the business prineiples which rule in private
enterprise, the city ought fo be easily able
to secure approprinte property at renson-
able rates.  Land well fiited for manufac-
turing or dwelling purposes by its situa-
tion shonld be avoided as unnecessarily
expensive for the object in view. A man
buying a suit of hroad cloth as an outfit for
eoal mining would be rightly regarded as
a fool. Similarly, the cily wounld be ex-
tremely unwise to pay for the required
property a priee ereated by its availability
for ohjeets dissimilar from the onein view.

REVERSIRLE PRINCIPLES

The vote of the House on the Noyes-
Rockwell case is defended by the Philn-
delpbia fecord on the ground that the six-
teen marked ballots east for Noyes were
marked in a way'to prove a corrupt in-
tent, while the twenty-cight marked bal-
lots for Rockwell were “simply cases of
techniecal or careless violation of the law.”
But the Record omits to state that under
the ruling of the New York courls as to
the law which governs the election the
marked ballots for Rockwell should have
been rejected. By this ruling, in addition
to some very positive grabbing in the
count, the Democrats secured control of
both branches of the New York Legisia-
ture. When the same principle would
cost the Democrats a seat in Congress it is
thrown to the winds and exactly the re-
verse prineciple adopted.

A party which adopts one construetion
of law tosecure control of a Legislature,
and then repudiates it to msintain eontrol
of a seat in Congress, convicts itself of
placing partisanship above principle.

THE DISTRIBUTION OF PROPERTY.

A striking exhibit of the distribution of
wealth is furnished by an analysis of the
propeity valuations of Detroit made by
the Michigan Labor Bureau. Its showing
is rather starthng.

The theory of onr democratic system in-
volves the distribution of wealth among
the masses as well as political power.
This principle, sinee it was expounded by
Webster, ins been both undisputed and
indisputable. The complaini that the in-
erease of wealth in the present day is met
by defenders of the prevailing system
with deuial and the assertion that the
creation of largg fortunes is more than
balanced by the property distributed
among the masses. On this point the
analysis of the Detroit valuation yields
deeisive information.

It is to be noted that Detroit is more
than an average eity as regards the dis-
tribution of properiy. 1t is the rule for
families to own their own homes. Of the
40,000 familes in Detroit four-fifths are
taxpayvers.  With this preface the follow-
ing classifieation of the texpayers by the
amounts of their valuations is signifieant:

It is permissibde to take it for granted
that these valuations are largely under
full wvalues; and, unless Detroit is a re-
markable exeeption to the rule, it is also
safe to estimate that the largest properties
are those on which the valuation is pro-
portionately the smallest. But even then
the figures teil a sufficiently eclear story.
The two hundred in the most wealthy
class collectively own nearly a third of
the entire property, and twice as much as
the 22,700 in the smallest class. The one
thousand taxpayers who range from mod-
erately well off to wealthy own over half
the property on the lists. These figures
certainly warrant the conclusion that we
are not now realizing that general and
democratic distribution of wealth that is
al the foundation of our system. The
poor may not be getting poorer, except
relatively to the rieh, but the difference
between rich and poor is increasing and
the concentration of property in few
hands is going on without stoppage.

BRAZIL OBJECT3 TO THE TREATY,

Clalming That the United States Was Not to
Hava Reciprocity With Spaln.

Rio Jaxgiro, March 26.—Dr. Ruy Barbosa,
Minister of Finance of the Proviaional Gov-
ernment, has published a long statement in
regard to the reciprocity agrecment with
the United States. He says that the Pro-
visional Government never anuthorized this
agreement in the terms In which it was
made, and asserts that Dr. Balvador de Men-
donica, Bruzilian Minister nt Washington,
received positive instructions to mnke no
treaty that did not expressly bind the
United States Government to refrain from
mnking a similar agreement with any Eurc-
pean monarchy. Ille guotesa letter from
Dr. Salvador de Mendonica dated April 23,
15800, assuring the Government that the
United States would not mako a treaty of
the same kind with Spain. On the 9th of
Muy the Minister at Washington wrote to
the same effact and again on July 7 and Au-

at 4. On September 1T he wrote to Dr.

uy Barbosn as follows:

“If the United Statas does not make simi-
Iar treaties, ns it will not with Spain and
England, no other country can compete
with us here in the sugar muarket, Cuaba,
Porto Rleo, Jamaiea sund Trinidad are at
present ontonly eompetitors."

Oun the 20th of October Dy, Ruv Barhosa
telegruphed to Dr. Salvador Mendoniea:
“Yon enn continue negotiationson the terms
mentioned in your letter only »now re-
ceived.”

“Afterward." says Dr. Ruy Barbosa, “our
envoy came to this eaplrol and, in his inter-

terviews with us the most positive assurance
that in the treaty nbont to be made it would
be expressly declared that the Amevienn
Government would bind {tself not to make n
n[mjltm- agreement with any European mon.
arehy.

*Our reasons for this demand nre obvious,
and the Ameriean Government had pre-
viously ussented thereto, as weare informed
by our diplomatic agent, whoassured us that
he had insisted on this, having encountered
thorongh acgniescence on the part of the
fllostrious statesman, Mr. Blaine, for im-
portant politieal reasons which may be
eusily conjectured.”
